BEFORE THE NOUSE 


Hon. Mr. Cushing Will Make His 
Statement on Monday—Tremier 
‘Will Make Explanation. 


—— 


Immediately upon the session of the 
Legislative Assembly opening for 
business yesterday afternoon Pre- 
mier Rutherford rose in his place and 
announced the resignation of Hon. 
W. H. Cushing as Minister of Public 
Works, which resignation had been 
accepted by his honor the lieutenant 
governor. ‘Mr. Cushiag who has been 
suffering from a severe cold for sev- 
eral days was not able to make a 
statement yesterday setting out his 
reason for resigning, but intimated 10 

the House from his seat in the rear 
benches, that on Monday next he 
would explain his position. This was 
the only incident of unusual interest 
yesterday and the big crowd of spec- 
tetors who assembled in anticipation 
of a fiery debate leit with the same 
’ disappointment as on previous days. 
,Premier Rutherford in announcing 
Mr. Cushing’s resignation read the 
correspondence that had passed _be- 
) . tween them relative thereto. On Mon- 
day, February 14th, the ex-minister 
wrote stating that he was tendering 
his resignation and regretting the nec- 
essity for doing so. He was not in 
accord, he said, with the railway 
policy in guaranteeing bonds and 
' especially those of the Alberta and 
Great Waterways Railway company. 
This had been done without his know- 
ledge and consent as a minister and 
he felt he could not defend the tran- 
saction before the people whose inter- 
ests he thought the ‘government sad 
failed to protect. \ 
Premier Expressed Surprise. 
Premier Rutherford in his letter -f 
the same date in reply expressed his 
great surprise at the action of his 
former colleague of which he had nau 
no previous intimation. With Mr. 
Cushing holding the views he did, 
however, there was no course open for 
him but to resign. The only mattér 
referred to, the premier continued, 
was the guarantee of the Alberta and 
Great Waterways’ bonds and he could 
not understand Mr. Cushing’s aitti- 
tude on this matter as this action was 
taken with his full knowledge and 
consent, he being present at the meet- 
ing of the executive council when the 
question was dealt with. The premier 
closed by again expressing his aston- 
ishment with Mr. Oushing’s action 
inasmuch as he had had no previous 
intimation of the views lately ex- 
pressed by him. 
Mr. Cushing to Speak on Monday. 

Premier Rutherford also presented 

the aecepiance of the resignation by 
his explanation at present. However 
he said, accepted it only with extreme 
regret. 
: “I may state” he concluded, ‘‘that 
Mr. Oushing desires to postpone any 
statement he may make ti!l Monday 
next. After that statement I think 
that the Premier has the right to offer 
any explanations,” 

Hon. Mr. Cushing said in the course 
of a few remarks that he was suffer- 
ing from a severe cold and did not 
feel in fit physical condition to make 
his hoped te a@ present. However

Wholesale infringement of the To- 
bacco Act in Edmonton was alleged 
at last night’s meeting of the Public 
School board by a delegation from 
the W.C-T.U., which addressed the 
trustees at considerable length on tne 
pernicious practice of cigarette smok- 
ing by small boys and its prevalence 
among the pupils of the Edmonton 
schools. It was surmised that the 


youthful pffenders were mot aware 
that their offence was punishable by 
law as well as the vendors of cigarettes 
to minors. That they might be en- 
lightened on the subject, as well 48 
warned, the request was made that 
copies of the Tobacco Act, or such 
portions as have reference to children 
and the sale of cigarettes to minors, 
be posted in the halls of the city 
schools. It was stated that even 
school girls were becoming addicted 
to the habit of cigarette smoking. The 
matter was brought to the attention 
of the echool board instead of being 
referred to the police department in 
order that the offenders might have 
fair warning where they were in igpor- 
ane of the nature of their offence , 
Trying to Teach. the Harm. 

Chairman Butchart replied to tne 
delegation, stating that any influence 
which the members of the board might 
have as citizens or school trustees 
would be used to effect the enforcing 
of the law regarding the sale of 
tobacco. It must be remembered, 
however, that the school officers had 
charge of their pupils for but six 
hours a day, five days of the week. 
The principals of the school had re- 
ported that cigarette smoking during 
sehcol hours was almost unknown. 
The fact that some boys did smoke 
cigarettes was known to all, and the 
teachers were doing the most they 
could by teaching and example to 
show the boys the harmfulness of the 
habit. 

Others of the trustees characterized 
the cigarette habit as “the biggest 
curse in this country” and as ‘‘much 
worse than the liquor habit.”

EXTENSIONS OF STREET 
RAILWAY FOR THIS YEAR 


‘The Double Tracking of Namayo to 
the Bouleverd Will Be the First 
Taken Up.—Line to the East End 
Park Location to Be Discussed. 


At next Tuesday night’s meeting of 
the city council the question of the 
street railway extensions for the year 
will be taken up and discussed. It is 
likely that the policy for the year 
will be decided upon at that meeting 
and that the sireet railway depart- 
ment will then be in a position to 
proceed at once with the pians for the 
summer’s work. 

Superintendent Taylor will recom- 
mend that the first work to be under- 
taken be the double tracking of Na- 
mayo avenue, and as a result the pav- 
ing of the same thoroughfare north 
from the C.N.R. tracks to the Boule- 
vard and the connection of the line 
along the Boulevard with the track 
now running up Syndicate. 

Arranged for Last Year. 

This work was arranged for last 
year but was postponed when the 
voting upon the paving proposals was 
taken up, A double track to the 
Boulevard is a necessity to give the 
service that the superintendent has in 
view, and owing to the narrowness of 
Namayo avenue, with double tracks 
the street would be practically im- 
pussabie if it were serpagce. 

To East End Park. 

The second extension will be to the 
East Bnd Park, and this will require 
a double track to give the necessary 
service. This tine will have to be 
finished by August, when the Provin- 
cial Fair will be held, 

The route to be taken to the East 
End Park will be the big question 
for discussion next Tuesday evening. 
The line may go by way of Jasper 
avenue extension or east along the 
Boulevard, There is a strong agita- 
tion for the Jasper Extension line, 
but it is understood that the superin- 
tendent will recommend that aiong 
the Boulevard as being more profitable 
from the street railway standard. 

West End Extension. 

The third extension to be discussed 
will be that in the west end. The 
citizens of that locality have asked 
that the line be carried on from its 
present terminus to Twenty-third 
street and then up that street north 
for ten blocks to tap the Inglewood 
sub-divisions, This extension wil 
be about a mile in length and would 
bring that section of the city within 
easy reach of the business sections 
by a direct service.

Proud of Church’s Work. 

Rev. Dr. McQueen. who took the 
chair for the evening, said this was 
one of the proudest moments of his 
life, when he could say that his 
church and his congregation were 
sending a party of missionaries to 
that great new fie'd of the Peace 
River, He introduced Dr. Carmichael, 
who, dor the first time, addressed an 
Edmonton audience. 

Dr. Carmichael expressed pleasure 
for the opportunity of addressing an 
audience in this the mother church of 
Edmonton, He sai dthat while he 
was superintendent of Home Missions 

| in the provinces of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan, he often thought of his 
friend, Dr. MeQueen. of Edmonton, 
one l when speaking of him he always 
spoke of him as the northwest pillar 
of the church of Canada, (Applause.) 

Dr. Carmichael said that it was a 
pleasure to him as superintendent of 
missions to see the cause bear fruit 
in the form of sending a misisonary 
to the north, He complimented First 
Presbyterian church on the step they 
had taken and said that to his 
knowledge it was a step that had not 
been taken ‘before in Canada. 

Need of Missionaries, 

He said that with the great number 
of settlers that were being poured into 
Canada, the needs of the church in 
home fields had increased a thousand 
per cent. He dwelt on the greatness 
of the west from an educational and 
religious point and said, “What are 
we going to make this coming multi- 
tude.”” The needs of the church 
slong these lines, said Dr. Carmichael, 
was responsible for that great move- 
ment known as the Laymen’s Mission- 
ary Movement. He apoke of the suc- 
cess Of this departure in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, and the eastern

Or. McLaren's Address. 

Rev, Dr. Mol.aren. who for several 
years, has had charge of the Home 
Missions of British Columbia and the 
coast, then spoke of the work in his 
province. He said that it was a grand 
thing to see the old leaders of the 
church etill with their changes as was 
the case with his friend, Dr. McQueen, 
He gave a number of incidents of 
western missionary work and the dif- 
ficulties a man who took up this work 
faced.

OUTCROPPING TORYISM. 

Mr. Borden thinks the Canadian 
Government should not spend $11,000,- 
000 on naval service without first ask- 
aug directly for the opinion of the 
people; but he declares in the same 
resolution that Parliament should turn 
over $20,000,000 to the British Admir 
alty without asking the people any- 
thing about it. 

These are peculiar notions to be ad- 
vanced ‘by a Canadian leader in this 
age of the world. The first proposes 
that representative government be 
abolished, the second that responsible 
government be abandoned. The first 
declares that the representatives 
the people have no right to represent 
them; the second that they have a 
right to allow parties not responsible 


of 


to the people to spend the people’s 
money. The first denies that Parlia- 
ment has any authority to spend 
money without direct mandate from 
th» people; the second that Parliament 
has every right to place any sum at 
the absolute disposal of men not in 
any sense, way or degree responsible to 
the people or answerable to them. On 
the face of it the two notions are in 
consistent, They have, however, one 
thing in common; both are subversive 
of the system of Parliamentary gov- 
ernment as developed in this and the 
Mother Land. 

Roth, too, are outcroppings of the 
bed-rock foryism which every once in 
a while shows through the career of 
the present Opposition leader. He dis- 

credits the authority of Parliament to 
order money spent under its order and 
direction and by men responsible to 
it for every dollar, He exalts the 
power of Parliament to allow public 
money to be spent by men whose 
spending it cannot regulate and whose 
conduct it cannot call into question. 
The representatives of the people, he 
says, in effect, have no right to spend 
th» people’s money without asking the 
people for explicit permission; but he 
amerts, they have every right to hand 
over this money to someone else to 


spend, somitone not reaponsitle either

The popular represen- 
tatives, he says, in effect. are dcbarred

This is the old basic principle oi 
Toryism over again; that the people's 
representatives have not the full and 
absolute contro] of the public funds, 
but only the right to place these at 
the disposal of some authority created 
without public consent and not answer- 
wble to the public representatives. It 
is the old idea of the divine right of 
kings in a new form, only the kings iu 
this are the Admiralty Lords 
and have never been crownéd, It is 
the same idea which underlies lordism

and autocracy everywhere, the idea 
thapsomeone other than the people’s 
repr@sentatives ought really to do the 


ruling. Toryism is founded on the no. 
tion that there are—or should tbe— 
two parties in the state: the people, 
who need to ‘be ruled, and some other 
person or body whose business it is to 
rule them, quite regardless of course 
whether the ruling is according to the 
people's liking or not. ‘Mr. Borden’s 
allegiance to this notion has been 
shown jn his management of his party. 
He assumed the party leader to 
be a monarch absolute in power. su. 
fully clothed with 
all right to raise up and pull down 
to direct the party’s course and to re- 
fuse counsel. The results are seen in 
a party torn by disruption, the actions 
resting on their arms, and the leader 
holding a sceptre which has little of

E. Perry occupied the chair at last 
night’s meeting, alter some discussion ‘t 
was decided to fgrin an asso iation of 
ratepayer Tor the furtherance of the best 
interests of the North and East Ends of 
the city, and a committee of eight was 
appointed to draw up a regular constitu- 
tion. The following were appointed to 
the committee: E. Perry, A. McLay, Jos. 
A. Clark, M. Clegg, A. C. Sloane, M. 
MeFEachren, Hugh McKay and Mr. Me- 
Arthur, 

The meeting was addressed by J. 
Travis-Barker, who spoke of a number 
of the civic problems now confronting 
the ratepayers of Edmonton and their 
representatives in the city council, Mr. 
Barker took objection to the payment of 
$33,000 for a library site at the corner of 
Howard and Rice streets when the pres- 
ent produce market site was available 
as a city square. He pointed out the de- 
sirability from the point of view of the 
mass of the citizens of placing the pro- 
duce market on the grounds of the new 
hay market and retaining the old mar- 
ket site as a public square for a city hall 
and other municpal buildings.

It is with headlines like these te 
Canadian-German convgntion is an- 
nounced here today. the other 
hand, however, the telegrams from 
Berlin herald the agreement as a vic- 
tory for Germany “eo the British 
traders. Canada is, aa think, will- 
ing to co-operate in ining the 
British Empire preference proposals 
and the Germans appaud. Inquiries 
among the oe exporters 
to Canada show y expected the 
German surtax to go ultimately. But 
they say its removal will be a heavy 
blow to British trade in certain 
classes of goods, 

Unlike France, Germany competes 
most severely over almost the whole 
field of British production and _ the 
best trading authorities here agree 
that if Hon. Mr. Fielding now goes 
on todo as Herr Balin and his Can- 
adian steamship and railway associ- 
ates earnestly desire, and gives Ger- 
many Canada’s intermediate tarfiff. 
the British trade under the prefer: 
ence, will in a few years be cut in 
half. . 

Bnecial Export Rates. 

The German exporters will not only 
Kave a'‘tariff giving them control of 
the German home market, but will 
also have special export rates on the 
state railways and subsidized ships, 
so that they can still make a profit 
while cutting the prices well beyond 
the small British preference, which 
is left by the Canadian intermediate 
tariff. 

The best informed in political cir- 
cles refuse to express agreement with 
the Daily Mail’s view that the con- 
vention, is the sequel to the British 
elections as the surtax was bound to 
go some time. 

All they say is that Canada need 
not have been in such o hurry. There 
however. an unmistakable and 
most influentially strong belief that 
these conventions, while fully within 
Canada’s right, must make it more 
difficult to arrange satisfectory mu- 
tual preferences for the whole Empire, 
from which Canada would derive ‘n- 
estimably the great advantage in 
British markets, and it is felt that 
these Canadian hindrances to the 
fullest inter-imperia] co-operation come 
at a moment when the situation here 
seems to be bringing that co-operation 
within reach in a short period of time. 
Usual Alarmist Misrepresentations. 
Canadian Associated Press, 

London, Feb. 17.--The Germano- 
Canadian treaty is creating much in- 
terest here. The views of the tariff 
reform press, cabled yesterday, are 
hotly combatted by the government 
organs. The chronicle today devoting 
a column to the ‘Usual Alarmist 
Misrepresentations.”” The ‘Chronicle 
says: ‘There is no ground for anxiety 
on our part because Canada has come 
to a sensible arrangement with Ger- 
many.” The Daily Graphic thinks the 
reconciliation all the more satisfac 
tory because it leaves the case for 
interimerial references untouched, 
Germany’s recognition of preferences 
as family concerna being precedent 
wherewith other countries will have 
to reckon later. 

The Time’s Berlin correspondent 
says Germany only conceded twenty- 
five positions on her tariff list, but 
these are precisely the positions which 
matter to Caneda, whereas Canada 
merely suspended the punitive surtax. 
The removal of the surtax will pro- 
bably give Germany no relief at 
British expense except in the case 
of sugar. The correspondent adds 
that the chief value of* the arrange- 
ment to Germany is that it removes 
the obstacle to a commercial treaty 
which Germany hopes will put Ger- 
many on an equality with France,

Railway Extension Tabled. 


In the Senate railway committee,
